WN the toth the Fosces dete d to inveft the Fort of Montrueil, having 
rendezvoufed upon the Mountain of Picardy, marched down upon the 

Plain about 3 in the Afternoon, in chree Lines in Front; the 1ft whereof 
confifted of the firft Company of Musketeers; the ad, ot a Deta@hment of 1000 
Men, and 4 Companiesof Grenadiers of the King’s Regiment; andthe $d, of 
the 2d Company of Musketteers: A Detachment of se Life-guard Men torm’d 
a 4th Line, between the Village of Viroflee and the High-wayto Paris. The 
Horfe ranged themfelves. in Battalia, and the Foot was placed at. different Polts 
along tht Mountain, from Viroflece ip the Arch of the Aquedu@ Montrucil. 
Affoon.as the King, who could fee the different Movements of thefe Forces, 
had vificed all the Pos, fome Grenadiers entred the Village of Great. Mont- 
rueil, where they found that the Church-yard was poflefled by a Detachment of 
50 Men belonging to che Forces of the Fort ; upon which the 2 f&rft Companies 
of Grenadiers were commanded to attack that Polit, which they made themfelves 
Matter of atcer fome fhort Refiftance: In the Skirmifh the Commanding Officer 

and a few Soldiers were made Prifoners, and brought to the King. 

On che 20th, ‘his Majelty being at Montrucil, 600 Workmen, fupporced by 

& Detachment of 600 Men and 2 Companies of Grenadiers, under the Oxders 
of M. de Creveceenr, Colonel of the Foot, and Commander of the 3d Barallioa 
of the King’s Regiment, opened the Trench at 30 Yards Diftance from the Fort, 
by « Branches leading.to a large Parallel of 14 Yards, which futrousds the 
. .whole Front of the Attack. About a Quarter of an Hour the Befieged faw the 
Opening of the Trench, and accordingly fent out fome Men to reconnoitre the 
Works; but they wege gepulfed by the Grenadicrs. 
TONG, : , A: 
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On the 2: M. Dartigaloné; Colonel of a Regiment of Foot; and Commandet 
of she 3d Barallion of the King’s Regiment, relieved the Trenches with 500 
Soldiers, 2 Companies of Grenadiers and 500 Workmen. Three Branches were 
“opened upon the Capitals of the Baltions of the King and Queen, and the Half- 
oon of Orleans, and they extended cto Right and Lett, to form a 2d Parallel. 
bout 5 A-clock the Befieged made 3 Sallies at onces the 2 firlt, which were 
but 50 Men eachy were eafily tepulfed, but the 3d, being 2 Companies of Gre- 
nadiers, advanced as fat as ae very Centre of the Arms, and the Befieged be- 
gan to fillup the Works, when feveral Piquets, fupported by so Life-guards, 
made them retire as far as the Cover’d Way; .

Teflerday arrived a Mail frow Framce with the fullawing Advices: 


HE 18th Inftant the King went to the Camp at the Porch Fountain, and 
{ {aw the 4 Battallions of his own Regiment perform their Exercife, hime 
felt giving the Word of Command. 

The tgth, the Troops defigned for wri ty hess Fort of. Montrueil,; marched 
into thg Plain, where the Cavalry drew up ir Order of Battle, and the Infantry 
was placed at different Pofts along the Mountain. After che King, who ftood 
near cnough to fec the different Movements of the Ttoops, had vilited all the 
Pofts, a Party of the Grenadiers entred the Village of Great Montrueil, where 
they perceived the Church-yard was already. taken up by a Detachment of the 
Befieged, confifting of so Men: The 2 fitlt Companies of Grenadiers were com- 
manded ¢o attack that Polt, which was carried after fome Refiftance, and the 
Commanding Officer and 8 private Soldiers made Prifoners and catried before 
the King. | $e. 

The oth the Trenches were opened, at 150 Fathom Diftance from the Fort, 
and. the next Day 3 Branches were opened againft the Point of the Baltions of 
the King and Queen, and the Half-moon of Orleans, aid they extended the 
Works to the Right and Left, to form a 2d Parallel. 

The Befieged made 3 Salleys at the fame Time; 2 of them were foon repul- 
fed, but the 3d advanced even to the Centre of the Place of Arms, and the Be- 
fieged began to fillup the Works; when the Piquets, fupported by 50 of the 
Life-guard, repulfed them to the Cover’d Way. - - ; 

On the 22d the Tretiches- were relieved, the Works perfeted, and the King 
took a View, on Foor, of the 2d Patallel, continued there till the Sap, which 
he caufed to be opened, was fecured. His Majelty then returned to the End 
of the Trenches, to fee the Fafcines btought by the Cavalry. 

There are more Particularstoo long for us to iofert, of the cartying on of this 
fham Siege; *tis hoped we fhail heat of mo Dammage done thereby : The King 
vifits the Approaches dayly attentively, examining the Progrefs, and the different 
Methods of attacking, and encourages the Workmen both by his Prefence, and 
the Money which his Majefty caufes to be diftributed amongft them. ’*Tis not 
yet known when the Cambray Congrefs will be opened; mean while ’cis {aid . 
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good Underftanding begins to encreafe between the Coutts of France and Spain ; 
in fo.much; that ’tis thouglt in Procefs of Time they’ll become as one Kingdom, 
joined in one Intereft, by an infeparable Union. On the other Hand ’tis argued, 
that not only the Houfe of Bavaria, but that of Savoy will affift the Emperor, a- 
gainft the Pretentions of tht two firt named Crowns, to the Poffeffion of Parma 
and Tufcany: ‘
